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(57) Abstract: This invention relates to a screening method for the identification of agents which modulate the activity of the CIZ1 
Q DNA replication protein as a target for intervention in cancer therapy and includes agents which modulate said activity. The invention 
^ also relates to the use of the DNA replication protein, and its RNA transcripts in the prognosis and diagnosis of proliferative disease 

e.g., cancer. 
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
